Mr. Hudsou Miixirn believes that he has 


solved chu problem of the naval battles of 
tho future aud that he bus <i schemo of de- 
struction busido which earthquake and 
tho plague aro as sucking doves. He du- 
Eoribi'd Ms plan recently before tho Royal 
United Service Institution of Great Brit- 
ain as a system of aerial torpedoes,. 
His 


projectile, lie declared, could bo fired from 
ortlnanoe at service velocities with perfect 
bafuty. His guns would bo of much greater 
caliber and far less thickness of metal 
than tbo present guus, and his projectile, 
being of much thinupr steel, would carry 
a much larger ohargo of explosive.

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INJUNCTION WILL 
BE MODIFIED. 


Writ Issued Only Applies to 


Men Named Therein. 


FiUsburg-, Pa. Aug. 17.—Testerdf.y was 


fraught with exciting- Incidents in mat- 
ters pertaining- to the miners' ftrike. 
Mutiny In the strikers' camp, a murder 
In the deputies ranks, filing of criminal 
and civil suits against the De Armitts, 
and the hearing in the injunction cass 
against President Dolan and others kept 
both sides to the struggle busy and on the 
QUi vive all day long-. 


The hearing in the Injunction case be- 


fore Judges Stowe and Collier waa per- 
hapis one of the most important and 
interesting ever held in a Pennsylvania 
court. 
It was a hearing in which both 


capital a.nd the rights of labor were in- 
terested, and the decision is expected to 
have a telling effect on the conduct o£ 
the great coal miners' strike, which has 
been on since July 5. 


From the t-estimcny adduced and from 


the expressions of the court it can ba 
safely be said that there will )>c some 
surprises. 
That the injunction will be 


materially modified there is believed to 
be no doubt, which on its face would in- 
dicate a victory for the strikers. 
The 


preliminary decree has been continued 
pending a consultation of the judg-es, and 
an opinion will probably be handed down 
today. 


Judge Collier said in court that the 


strike would g-o down in history as one 
of the wonders of the century and re- 
markable for the utter lack of disorder, 
for which the strikers are commended 
and have the sympathy of the court. 
Said he: 
"There can be no question as 


to what our duty is under all the tes- 
timony, but I am somewhat in doubt as 
to whether or not the order should ba 
modified. 
We cannot determine this 


without a consultation." 


JudRe Stowe said: 
"This injunction 


will not justify the issuing- of an attach- 
ment against any marchers who are not 
found in company with the men named in 
the injunction." 
j 


He let it be understood that the in- 
[ 


junction was not as sweeping as has i 
been thought, that only the five men I 
named in the writ—Patrick Dolan, Willr \ 
lam Warner, Cameron Miller, Uriah Belljj 
ing-ham and Edward McKay—are re- 
strained from marching or tresspapsins 
on the company's property. The other.-:, 
mentioned can be only those found in 
company with the five named in tRe in- 
junction. 


As near as can be learned the strikers, 


under the injunction, can march, but 
not at stated times, as long as they ara 
rot in company with any of these de- 
fendants. 


In addition to the civil suits entered 


against Pre?iderrt W. P. De Armitt by 
his former employes for wages, three 
criminal suits have been brought against 
Samuel De Armitt, a brother of the pres- 
ident. 


Mrs. Anna Crotol, who was evicted on j 


Saturday by Samuel De Armitt, has 
Brought a criminal suit charging assault 
and battery. 
She says in her charge 


that her husband was not at home and 
that De Armitt took her by the shoulders 
and threw her out of the house. 
She 


Bays he held a hatchet above her head 
and threatened to kill her. Her two 
children (one a pick 
boy) were also 


thrown from the house. 


John Crotoi, her husband, also sues l>e 


Armitt for larceny. 
He claims that 


after evicting his wife and children and 
throwing tiki household goods into tha 
road. De Armitt took away with him a 
gallon keg- of wine and a $16 revolver, and 
has since refused to return them. Writs 
and wa.rrants were served on De Ar- 
mitt this morning. 
The conference of 


labor leaders announced for last night 
was postponed until tonight. 


Two deputies, Robert Ken- and Frank 


Anderson, employed at the New York 
and Cleveland Gas Coal company, fought 
yesterday, and as a result Kerr cannot 
live.

Now, when they 
have ceased to think much of tbo taran- 
tula, they are bitten again and again with 
Impunity. 


As for Pasteur's method-of cure and its 


general effects grave doubts are expressed, 
and certainly it is a curious tiling to dis- 
cover that ainco it has been so widely dis- 
cussed hydrophobia has increased. Tho 
year after Pasteur practiced hie preventive, 
for instance, tho deaths from hydrophobia 
in Paris leaded a-fe once from 4 LO 24. Fif- 
teen hundred persons ware reported cured 
by this scientist. In this number wero 
included in 189.1 1,400 Frenchmen—more 
persons, In other words, than have died of 
it in n century in the United States. 


Hydrophoirfu, a disease contracted from 


tha rabies of animals, does, however, ex- 
ist. 
That it-is rare has been proved, but 


tho most efficacious roruedy for ib when it 
docs appear may bo found in frequent va- 
por baths—soven will do tho work—the 
perspiration excited carrying off tbo poison 
iu tha system. 


Those of us who are timid will do well 


to learn to distinguish certain symptoms 
of rabies. A mad dog, for instance, docs 
not, as ia properly supposed, dread water. 
IIo is, on tho contrary, apt to try and 
plunge all his head So his eyes iu it. 
He 


does uot froth at the mouth. "If a dog's 
mouth is covered with white froth, that 
dog is not mad." A thick, brown, ropy 
substance clinga to the road dog's mouth. 
The mad dog, again, noser runs about in 
agitation. 
If a dog barks, yelps, whines 


or growls, lie is noi mad. 


An immense amount of suffering and 


of cruelty as well will be saved for thoso 
of us who bear in inind theso hints.— 
Harper's Bazar.

TROY'S GREAT DAY, 


Preparing to Welcome the Veterans 


and President McKinley. 


The twenty-eighth annual meeting of 


the Army of the Potomac, to be held in 
Troy on Friday and Saturday, is to be an 
event of more than usual importance, be- 
cause of the presence of President Me- 
Kinley and Vice President Hobart. 


The parade will be a grand demonstra- 


tion. The list of organizations which 
will participate ia remarkably large, and 
the showing of the troops will be excel- 
lent. It is probable that there will be more 
than 3000 men in line. 


Elaborate preparations are being mad° 


for the decoration of the buildings of the 
city, and the streets will boubtless present 
a brilliant appearance, with the array of 
flags, bunting and streamers. The mili- 
tary division of the parade will be com- 
posed of more than 1800 National Guards- 
men, 


The president's party will arrive in 


Troy from Bluff Point Friday morning, 
and the program arranged ia as follows: 


Friday morning, meeting of the various 


army corps. At 3 o'clock in the afternoon 
the parade will be held, and at 5 o'clock a 
business meeting will be held in the city 
hall. Public exercises will be hold at 
Music hall in the evening at 8 o'clock, at 
which time addresses of welcome will be 
delivered by Governor Black and Mayor 
Molloy, and the president of the society 
will respond. An oration will be delivered 
by Maj. C. A. Woodruff, U. S. A., and a 
poem by Capt. Rossiter W. Baymond, U. 
S. V.. will be given. President McKiuley 
will also be one of the speakers of the 
evening. 


SCALING WJTHOUT A LADDER. 


A. Pyramid of Soldiers Enables Men to 


Surmount a Thirty-one Foot Wall. 


Corporal Leary, the llmberest man at 


Fort Slicridnn, took tho chanee of break- 
ing his neck and tumbling the storming 
pyramids of 41 soldiers in a bruised heap 
on a recent Saturday us ho sprang upward 
from the shoulders of Privare Miller, 
caught with threo fingers of his left hand 
the top of tho high wooden wall behind 
which Im'ked tho enemy, hncg for one 
perilous jcstant, and then gallantly pulled 
himself fo the top, seized his rifle and 
sprang into the midst of the foe on tha 
other rfdo of the improvised parapet in the 
Coliseum gallery. 


The human pyramid swayed, but held 


its sturdy place, while gallant infantry- 
men swept rtv the stalwart shoulders nod 
over the 81 foot wall to Corporal Lenry's 
tupport, while a plutoon of 25 men kept 
the enemy away-in front of the wall. 


It was at thiE point that the regular 


•rrny officers, who were watching the fray 
from tho Coliseum gallery, led the ap- 
plause, for Corporal Lcary nnd his com- 
rades hnd broken the world's escalading 
Xacord by tbree-fcct. As a partial reward 
lor his daring feat Corporal Leary will be 
recommended, by Lieutenant Percival G. 
Lowe, in oonnuaDd of the camp, for pro- 
motion. 


When Corporal ^Leary climbed to tha 


flpoi of the -pyramid and stood on the 
•houlders of the men in the top row, tha 
tips of his fingers lacked HVG inches of 
reaching the top of the wall. The highest 
Wnll that wns ever esoaladed before was 
88 feet, and the men who climbed over 
that In the military carnival at New York 
broke tho world's record then. The wall 
at the Coliseum wns £1 feet high, and it 
took Just fonr'inirjutcs to scale it. 


Eighteen of tbe heaviest and strongest 


men in the regiment formed the base of 
the pyramid, ten mounted on their shoul- 
ders and leaned uguinst tho wall, six stood 
on tho shoulders <^f the ten, four on the 
shoulders of the sii and threa on tho 
shoulders of tbe four. Corporal Leary 
scramblad-up this-escoladiug pyramid of 
blue and-stood on the shoulders of the top 
three, braced ugamst the wall. 


When be stretched out his arras and 


found his tinkers would uotrcach tho edge 
of the wall, lie,crouched,.and then, as tlio 
human mountain -swayed dizzily beneutii 
his feet, with tha mighty and yet delicutu 
effort of the trained athlete he spnin;; 
boldly five inches.upward at the edge of 
the barrier. He tried to grasp the top of 
the purapet with both hands, but oijlj 
threo Ougera of his left, hand went high 
.enough. 
Tim pyramid under him wa* 


still swaying. He-held toitlie hazardous 
edge by-tho three fingers, for an instant, 
and then, with a ticavo and a twist, pull- 
ing bis-whole -lwdy,iup,!caufjbt the wall 
with the other band. An iustsnt after lie 
was on -the enemy's side of the barricade.

flic Seed Record Broken. 


Over 20,000,000 packages of vegetable, 


flower and field seeds have been distributed 
by the department of agriculture during 
the past spring. 
This distribution hns 


given tu each member of congress 40,000 
packages of seodsntatotal cost of $130,000. 
Over 1,000,000 of these packages were 
flower se-5ds and nearly 300,000 field seeds, 
the balance being a great variety of vege- 
tables. In tho entire distribution nearly 
every variety of vegetable known to tbo 
agriculturists was distributed. 
There 


were 33 varieties of beans, 10 varieties of 
beets, 23 varieties of cabbage, 11 varieties 
of carrots, 19 varieties of sweet corn, 18 
kinds of cucumbers. 30 kinds of lettuce, 
19 varieties of muskmelcus, 17 kinds of 
watermelons and 15 varieties of onions. 
Tho entire amount of seeds distributed 
was sufficient to plant ai. area of 355 
square miles, or about six times the eizo 
of tho District of Columbia. 


This is the largest distribution of seeds 


ever attempted by U>c department of ugri- 
culturu, and it is said that seedsmen all 
ovei- the country are complaining that 
they do not make sales to farmers and 
others because they are getting all tho seeds 
th«y want free from the department of 
agriculture. 


Tho distribution of seeds in 1893 amount- 


ed to 8,800 packages for each member of 
congress, at a total cost of $1)6,548; in 
1894 each congressman got 30,000 pack- 
ages, the entire cost to the government be- 
ing $57,000; in 1890 the number of pack- 
ages o£ seeds distributed was the same as 
in tho previous year, bnt the total cost 
was reduced to $47,000. In 1896 congress- 
men got 15,000 packages each, and the 
government paid $80,500 for the whole lot. 
During tho past epring each member 01 
congress has received 40,000 packages 01 
seeds, for which the government has paiii 1 
«mn nnn—Waahinaton Star.

The 
law states that when a vacancy occurs in 
any of the representative districts a spe- 
cial election shall be held. Pittblield wiU 
have a candidate in the person of William 
A. Whittlesey, who is now representing 
the 4th Berkshire district in the state 
house, and who will have a strong backing 
for the place, In the event that ex-Judge 
tr'awrence carries oh" the honors, then Mr. 
Whittlesey will be brought forward to 
succeed him in the state senate. There is 
a strong sentiment in Pittsfield for Mr. 
Lawrence, and Mr. Malone of Greenfield 
is not without his friends. Mr. Whiitle- 
sey's friends arc in hope that a struggle 
may be precipitated between Malone and 
Lawrence and that he can profit by it. 
The Berkshire men who have been work- 
ing for postoffices and consulships will 
have another obstacle to confront and the 
plans of many may ba frustrated. The en- 
tire aspect of the political situation in 
Pittsfield will be changed.—Springfield
